Grey Gables Herd Briefs 


Points of interest in the Grey Gables herd must necessarily center around the bull Lord Collynie, 
International champion 20 years ago and again 18 years ago. 


A brief history of his breeding may be of interest to the younger breeders. In 1920 six Imported 
cows were added to the herd, among them Snowdrift bred by James Durno and sired by the Duthie 
bred bull Collynie Cruiser. Mated to the champion polled bull, Lord Barmpton, she produced Snow- 
cloud who when mated to Dale's Renown, deep in Avondale breeding, produced Lord Collynie. 


We feel safe in saying Lord Collynie proved the greatest improver of the Polled Shorthorn breed. 
His offspring have invariably brought improvement wherever they have gone. Prize winners of today 
are almost an exception where they do not trace to him. At the Six Polled Shorthorn Congress Shows 
and Sales all the champion bulls are direct descendents, all but one of the reserve champion bulls and 
four of the champion females. At the recent International both champion and reserve champion bulls 
trace direct to him. So does the champion female. 


His son Daybreak’s Collynie out of Scottish Daybreak 9th, champion female at the 1931 Interna- 
tional, was a disappointment in that he came with horns but otherwise shorter coupled and thicker 
fleshed than his sire. Daybreak’s Collynie was a marvelous bull as to fleshing qualities transmitting 
both this and superior milk qualities to his offspring. We cannot think of two greater bulls than his 
son Daybreak’s Bud and his grandson Collynie Compact. 


At the time Collynie Compact was sold to H. L. Straus we expected Riverside Fascinator to take his 
place; however through an injury his service was cut short. 


Collynie Good News by Riverside Fascinator and out of a daughter of Daybreak’s Collynie is the 
bull we are now using. About 70 cows either carry his service or have calves by him. We want 
breeders to pass opinion on his first bull calf dropped last June 29th. We named him Collynie Noble- 
man. 


The junior herd bull Riverdale is owned in partnership with Fred A. Johnson. His grand dam, Lady 
Daybreak, a daughter of Daybreak’s Collynie when fresh gave close to 8 gallon milk per day. Lynnwood 
Nugget, sire of Riverdale, is out of a half sister to Daybreak’s Collynie. 


Collynie The Great is another son of Riverside Fascinator owned in partnership with Fred A. 
Johnson.
